SUPERI NTENDENT BROWN: | woul d. Thank you

so nmuch, Gnhian, M. President. WIlIl, just so
t hat you know, an update on the helnets. So
the Police Departnent has had hel nets that were

outfitted back in the late 1960s that we've

kept for sone reason. They're not ballistic

nor do they have any kind of protection with

this reflective glass covering -- shield

covering on the helnet. So we upgraded a

request to the Menorial Foundation and ot hers.

On yesterday the Menorial Foundation agreed to

pur chase 1650 hel nets that are Kevlar |ayered

and | aser reflective.

And whil e those two conponents
are inportant, Kevlar and | aser protection, is
because we've seen across the country guns,
rifles and handguns interjected in peaceful
protests and being used inside the cromd. And
so we believe a layer of Kevlar will protect
our officers who are on the protest line
ensuring First Amendnent speeches being done in
a way that's safe. And we've al so seen
of ficers having had the | aser pointers pointed
at their eyes on the protest |ines by
agitators. So there is a shield that's been
made to attach to the helnet that deflects
| aser pointers from damagi ng the eyes of our
officers. So it's really inportant that the
Menori al Foundation agreed to step up and
pur chase 1650, which will outfit all of our
tact teans, all of our critical incident
response teans and our community safety teans
with helnmets. That's significant. W do have
anot her donor that likely wll purchase
additional helmets for our 1st District and

18th District. That's our downtown district
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officers. So we got fingers crossed that we
can get across the finish line. Wile the
timng is so inportant, this is a run-up to the
el ection on Novenber 3rd. W're hoping for the
best but preparing for the worst. |f protests
persi st and there's any kind of m sconduct in
the crowd, we'll have our officers upgraded
with nore protective equi pnent so they can
ensure that people who want to protest safely
are allowed to. So that's really good news.
And thank you, all, for putting that as an item
on your agenda to solicit.

Next, though, you know, | visited
the hospital today. One of our officers was
hit by a car. And thank God she is going to be
okay. But | just want to relay sonme of the
facts as it relates to our officers so you can
kind of be aware and be sensitive to the plight
of the 13,000 nen and wonen of the Chicago
Pol i ce Departnent.

To date, 66 have been shot at or
shot so far in 2020, and that's five tinmes the
nunber on record. So that's the hi ghest nunber

on record of officers shot at or shot. Ten
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have been shot. And that's significantly

hi gher of any nunber of officers shot in a
single year. And it's not yet the end of the
year.

So pl ease keep officers in your
t houghts and prayers. This is a very tough
time to be in |aw enforcenent for various
reasons, but their physical and enoti onal
safety and wellness is really inportant to
ensure that they are doing the things we want
themto do in the ways we want themto do t hem
right, while at the sane tinme hol ding them
account abl e and reform ng the Departnent, but
keep themin your hearts and m nds and prayers
regarding them and their safety, especially for
their famlies.

Let ne close out with this. W
have a | ot of noving parts. This is ny fifth
nonth here. |'ve been drinking water from a
fire hydrant it seens. But we are seeing
progress. As tenuous as it is, the structures
that |1've changed since |I've been here went
into effect July 23rd.

So fromJuly 23rd forward, even

t hough it seens that the headlines are that
every night we have significant violence, while
we do, and one violent act is one too nany,
we' ve seen a 44-percent decline in nurders and
shootings since our City-wi de teans were
i npl enent ed begi nning July 23rd, and those are
our conmunity safety team our summer nobile
patrol, and our critical incident response
teans that are not only taking enforcenent but
maki ng connections in the comunity through
community service projects in the hopes of
building trust with the conmunity, so that we
can do the job in the right ways wth the
conmuni ty.

So a 44-percent decline in
nmur ders, an 18-percent decline in shootings
since July 23rd. A lot of work to be done. No
one's satisfied, but that's tenuous progress,
and we just want to relay that to you.

Thank you so nmuch, M. President.
Turn it back over to you.

PRESI DENT FOREMAN: Thank you,

Superintendent. |It's good to hear that we're

maki ng sonme progress in sone areas. And | can
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relay this. M. Perryman, who is one of our
regul ar speakers, called nme just right before
the neeting, and he asked ne to express he is
not going to join the neeting today, but he net
with Cato, and he actually felt |ike he was
getting -- that he was being heard and t hat
there's sonme progress being made. He asked ne
torelay this to you. So | think that people
are starting to understand that when the
conmunity works together hand in hand with the
Police Departnent, we can get sone results.

But it's going to take sone tine; it's not
going to be i medi at e.

So M. Perryman asked ne to rel ay
that to you and your team so that's what |I'm
doi ng.

SUPERI NTENDENT BROWN:  Thank you.

PRESI DENT FOREMAN:  Chi ef Roberts, woul d
you like to provide your oral report?

M5. ROBERTS. Yes, | would. President
Foreman, tonight | would Iike to focus ny
conments on the recent report released by the
| nspector General and the nedia coverage

regarding COPA and City's video rel ease policy.
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When COPA | aunched, it was on the
heel s of the death of Laquan MDonal d by
O ficer Jason Vandyke. The outcries of the
public were critical of what they deened a
del i berate delay in the rel ease of inportant
vi deo evidence fromthe shooting. The
resulting civil unrest, questions, and the
doubts made clear that the residents of the
Cty of Chicago were desperate for change.
Leadership, elected officials, along wth our
current mayor, who was | eading the police
accountability task force, took bold steps to
nove transparency, specifically related to the
rel ease of video and other materials, to an
unprecedented level. And they assured the
public that police accountability was essenti al
to the Gty of Chicago and necessary for police
reformand public trust.

Since | aunching as the City's
police accountability agency in 2017, COPA in
nore than 300 use-of-force incidents has
rel eased rel evant body-worn canera, in-car
canera, pod, third-party video, as well as 911

calls and tactical response reports from
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of ficer-invol ved shootings, notor vehicle
pursuits, and deaths or great bodily injury
that resulted frompolice action. That is our
mandate. And that is our responsibility.
Fromthe tine COPA | aunched, it
has not been perfect. But we have faced
chal | enges before in our operations and we
overcanme them W' ve been chall enged in our
i nvestigations and we overcane them And we
have faced challenges in the rel ease of video
material. And we are overcom ng those. W
have noved with expedi ency to rel ease vi deos.
And being net with chall enges highlighted in
the I nspector General's report, we would |ike
to provide sone clarification. First and
forenost, we have and continue to work with CPD
and OEMC to identify ways to inprove our
rel ated processes to ensure release within the
60-day tinme frane; however, as wi th many
t hi ngs, even as processes are bei ng devel oped,
bei ng revanped and bei ng i nproved, unforeseen
i ssues may still arise. Nevertheless, | want
to assure the public at this nonment that COPA

has never intentionally wi thheld the rel ease of
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a mandated transparency material. COPA s
transparent and commtted to police oversight
and building trust in our agency. |It's the
reason why we have net with tens of thousands
of residents since our inception, hundreds of
comunity groups and community activists,
clergy and famlies that were inpacted as a
result of an officer-involved shooting or death
as a result of police action. It is why we
dedi cate significant tinme educating young
people and inspiring themto be a part of the
change now and the future of police reform and
those efforts will continue. And so to the
transparencies referenced in the |Inspector
Ceneral's report, it is inportant that |
provi de context to what has been descri bed as
not being in conpliance to the public to whom
we are accountable. O the 122 cases revi ewed,
14 were del ayed by a day, one day. Wen an
incident |ike an officer-involved shooting
occurs, COPA is notified by CPD which results
in COPA's i medi ate depl oynent to the scene of
t he shooting to begin our investigation.

Regardl ess of the tinme of day or night,
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i ncidents can occur in the last hour of the

ni ght; however, COPA may not receive
notification fromCPD until the m dnight hour
has el apsed and thus the follow ng day.

| nst ances such as these cause COPA to cal cul ate
the rel ease date based on the date of
notification. COPA unfortunately rel eased the
video materials for the date of notification
rat her than the date of incident, again,

del ayi ng the rel ease by just one day and this
has been corrected.

Al so noted were 12 incidents
i nvol ving conpl aints received fromthe public
that did not involve a discharge of an
of ficer's weapon.

Oten, informati on received at
the onset of an investigation may not indicate
that the conplaint qualifies for transparency
rel ease. In these instances, COPA nust reach a
determ nation that great bodily harm occurred.
And this may require the review of nedical
reports, the interview of a conplainant and
ot her inportant investigative steps. And in

t hese 12 i nstances, COPA rel eased the
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transparency nmaterials 60 days after confirmng
that the conplaint was eligible for rel ease.
These are but a small fraction of the nore than
300 use-of-force transparency rel eases COPA has
carried out, but they are instances in which we
take, | take, full responsibility.

We understand the val ue of public
trust and can assure the public that there has
not been any deliberate or intentional delay of
video in any officer-invol ved shooting or
investigation that qualified for release. W
own our actions and have and will nake
necessary corrections. That is the essence of
responsibility on which we hold oursel ves
account abl e.

COPA is unwavering in our
commitnent to the tinely rel ease of
transparency materials pursuant to the Cty's
vi deo rel ease policy.

We continue to enhance
transparency by providing the public al
rel evant incident-related informati on. And,
again, not just video, but also audio of 911

calls, CPD call audio, docunents such as CPD s
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arrests and tactical response reports.

Unli ke many other cities, tinely
rel ease of materials under Chicago's policy, it
is not discretionary. The CGty's policy
provi des conprehensi ve transparency by
mandating the rel ease of all incident-related
materials. Absent |egal prohibition, COPA
rel eases all materials as required by the
policy.

Transparency and objectivity are
t he cornerstones of COPA's conmtnent to
civilian police oversight, and we renmain
resolute in our commtnent to tinely provide
materials to the public.

|, as COPA's Chief Adm nistrator,
appreciate OG s review. And prior to the
rel ease of their report and recomendati ons, we
nodi fi ed processes to incorporate them

W are the Cvilian Ofice of
Police Accountability. W are civilians. W
represent fairness and we represent integrity.
W are a part of this Cty's police reform
efforts. W own our responsibilities required

of us and we hol d oursel ves accountable to you,
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the public, and thus you can count on COPA
You can count on ne to continue the tinely
rel ease of transparency materials in all
matters qualifying for release. Thank you.

MR. HAMERNI CK:  Good eveni ng, everyone. My
nane i s Joel Hamernick, as the president
nmentioned. | serve in ny capacity as president
of Sunshine Gospel Mnistry. M famly and |
live in the Wodl awn conmmunity where |'ve |ed

the efforts of Sunshine since 2004.
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W' ve served the youth in our
comunity for decades, but this year we have
initiated a new program hired staff and
i ncreased our conmunity engagenent with the end
goal of reducing violence in the 3rd police
district. W have called our programthe
Fl ouri shing Community Initiative.

A critical conponent of this work
IS our community nmenbers' better understandi ng
of what is happening over tinme around us.
Specifically, we're working to ask critical
guestions and have access to and engagenent
rounds, statistical trends that indicate
success or inprovenent, key indicators of
comunity health

A critical part of these data
points has to do with |aw enforcenent, which is
what brings ne to ny call tonight. W' ve
initiated a group of residents and stakehol ders
to review the Consent Decree together and to
ask four questions. In each area, each of the
ten areas of reformthat the Gty has commtted
to, what are these ten areas? What exactly are

t he prom ses nmade?
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Second question. How are we
doi ng on each prom se nmade?

Thi rd, how do we know how we're
doi ng? Were's the data and where's it com ng
fronf

And fourth, how are we doing in
our particular police district and how does
that conpare to the rest of GCty?

W want to track this information
to celebrate success where it's appropriate and
to call for accountability where there is not
t he needed i nprovenent as of yet.

| am here to |l et you know that we
w Il need your help in answering these
guestions. W need access to information from
the Police Departnent. W know t hat
approxi mately 150 non-fatal shootings happen
annually in our community and our district in
the past six years. W know that we've
aver aged approxi mately 30 hom ci des annual |y
over the past ten years. W have to have
access to -- we have access to sone broad data
poi nts, but we need other elenents that are

nore granular, real-tinme and a priority to our
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conmuni ty nenbers.

As our conversations are
evol ving, the nost apparent indicator of
success in policing, besides reduction in
specific and various crines, is the presence of
trust and transparency. |It's also clear that
the present rate of rotations of officers and
commanders nakes trust nearly inpossible to
bui | d and nmai ntai n.

So tonight to start, |I'm asking
for answers to just two basic questions. Wat
is the average |l ength of service for officers
and separately commanders in our police
district during each of the previous ten years?
And second, what specific indicators are used
to eval uate conmander performance in our
district? Thank you.

PRESI DENT FOREMAN: Thank you very much.
Superi ntendent, who should I have M. Hanernick
get in touch with? O who should | point M.
Hanmer ni ck to?

SUPERI NTENDENT BROWN:  Yes. He asked a
coupl e of questions. Statistical analysis is

one area, but if he could just get with ny
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chief of staff, Bob Boik, we can referee who he
needs to speak with and get himthe answers
he' s asked tonight.

PRESI DENT FOREMAN: M. Hanernick, what I'm

going to do, | will get you in touch with Mx
Caproni, and we will coordinate to ensure that
you can get sonme of the answers. | think these

are sone great points you brought up.

Agai n, Superintendent, as you
wer e tal ki ng about how the community and the
Pol i ce Departnment have to work together, this
sounds |i ke a good place where we can get
started.

Concerned Citizens of Park Manor and Chat ham

and it is about detrinental issues on East 79th

Street.

We'd |like to address the quality
of life inthe 6th District, specifically in
t he Chat ham area of East 79th Street. The
residents in this area assist the police by
voting, attending CPD beat neetings and
participate in various comunity groups, GCA,
CAPCC, GCI and CPS | ocal councils. Those are
described in the witten report, who they are.
At these neetings, over the past ten years,
vari ous suggestions for inprovenents have been
made i nvolving safety and our quality of life
has been conprom sed and threatened. The
situations and negative contributing factors
we' ve encount ered, many invol ve busi nesses and
conpoundi ng negative factors that have
increased crinme on the 79th Street corridor.
Li ke the 95th to 79th Street corridor,

unat t ended hotspots shoul d be assigned an

incident car. Qur justification is as follows:

Police beat 624 is the highest crine area in
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the City of Chicago. The 6th Police District
is atraining unit wthout |ong-standing
officers that get a chance to know the
community residents. Followup is never

conpl eted when new officers are assi gned and
the process starts all over wi th nothing being
acconpl i shed. Requests for officers that know
and care about area residents in our conmunity
have been i gnored.

Beat 623 and beat 624 have j oint
bi mront hl y CAPS neeti ngs which doesn't provide
anple tinme to discuss and address issues for
ei ther beat in one hour.

Resi dents informofficers of
specific community issues with no foll ow up
fromthe officers as to the status of the
I Ssue.

At the neeting, no one is aware
of the situation or the officer that handl es
the issue is not present to provide status
updat es.

More information wll be given
wi th the next speaker, detrinental issues.

And Happy Liquors & Food agreed to a
l'iquor license plan of operation and currently
this is no | onger honor -- they are no | onger
honoring the agreenent. And because Happy
Li quors & Food is not honoring the agreenent,

area residents want the store cl osed.
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In addition to that, we have
suggestions to inprove our quality of |life, and
they are to inplenent Nei ghborhood Policing
Initiative in the 6th District, to vote the
area around Happy Liquors & Food dry.

or virtual neeting. CPD should assign a

dedi cated patrol car on 79th Street and

adj acent streets. Businesses sign a
no-trespassing affidavit, call CPD when it is
viol ated and receive a rapid response from CPD
Busi nesses agree to be eval uated by the Chat ham
Busi ness Association to identify inprovenents
that will increase business and benefit the
community. And inproved outdoor lighting for

i ndi vi dual side streets, which were changed by
the LED lights that were added a few years ago.
And visible store nane and renoval of signage
bl ocki ng store wi ndows, which is a risk for
pol i ce approachi ng busi nesses. Garbage

di sposal program hopes to increase the Streets
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and Sanitation pickup of garbage on the main
corridors. And increase the availability of
the nental health services.

We ask for nore CPD attention to
the situations we've listed on the 79th Street
corridor and hope that there can be an increase
in the anount of incident cars and patrol
personnel due to the 5th District having the
hi ghest crinme area in the Cty of Chicago.
Thank you.

Superi ntendent Brown, there was al so a
detective investigation done for the
justifiable hom cide that was concl uded by the
detective division. | want that reopened.

When you | ook at | PRA, COPA,
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because COPA agreed with I PRA and the
detective's crimnal investigation, who wote
justified shooting. Uh-uh. There's a problem
A cover up.

As a resident, | gained nmuch nore clarity and
i nsight about fiscal matters relating to CPD
which at this point intime it's crucial in
internal and external decision-naking.

Four. | would like to inform
nmenbers of the public that on Septenber 3rd,
2020, | resigned fromthe Use of Force
Community Wrking Goup for reasons | do not
wi sh to disclose at this nonent, city internal
sensitivity.

Five. | concur with the recent
reports fromthe Public Safety Section of the
O fice of the Inspector General's Ofice
regarding COPA's process for adm nistratively
termnating disciplinary investigations in
conpliance with the City's video rel ease policy
for use-of-force incidents and the independent

nonitor community survey reports. And | am
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encouragi ng others to look into this
i nformati on.

The goal,
equitabl e distribution of police resources,
human and technol ogy; the reality, resources
are openly diverted to downt own.

The goal, conmunity policing with
bi kes, foot patrol and consistent beat
coverage; the reality is reports of personne
shortage due to retirenent, |ow recruitnent,
| ack of visible pipeline for new personnel via
t he cadet program or other channels. A goal,
wor ki ng consent decree reforns in both letter
and spirit of the law, the reality is
increasingly toxic rhetoric from FOP | eadership
and ongoi ng contractual inpasse.

Uniformofficers wearing thin,
bl ue face masks as it is in contrast with CPD
gui del i nes.

It is tinme to tell the truth are
the words of Janes Baldwin. Not everything can
be changed, but nothing will be changed unti
it is faced. Truth requires fact. And the
i nterested public needs to understand exactly

how t hese goal s can becone reality. And if
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t hey cannot, we absolutely need to know that.
| just want to underscore her
statenent by saying, again, we encourage, we
i nplore so that there can be diversity in our
Public Safety Corps, that you nust use this
cadet program You nust start early. You nust
get into areas such as our educational system
and other civic organizations to start
recruitnment, to start expandi ng and expl ai ni ng
the role of our public safety officers and what
a trenmendous privilege it is to serve.

W continue to see the drug
sales? W continuing to see the loitering,
selling of | oose cigarettes and cooking on Gty
si dewal ks, whether it's private or just the
Cty? Nothing is being changed.

We have an upscal e of shooti ngs
within our areas. One particular area is 75th

and Chappell where over five years they have
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known of a -- one drug house but nothi ng has
been done. And our community's houses are
bei ng shut in because bush do not have any
ki nds of nanmes on them

So even as a comunity, we do as
we are asked. W cone together. W do calls.
W call 911. W do phone trees. W have
tal ked to the businesses. W have talked to
our aldernmen. W cone to our CAPS neetings
and whatnot, and yet we see a |lack of -- in our
community, we do not see what we see downt own.
If I go downtown, | see rows and rows of
policenen all down M chigan, but on our south
side and our community, | do not see that sane
initiative of protection or surveillance or
presence of our CPD officers.

Superi ntendent, do you want to
respond?

commtted to protecting our neighborhoods in
the sanme way you're seeing in downtown. Even

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Commander Miuhanmad of the 6th District relaying
your concerns and ensuring we get on top of
this and ensuring you get the sane police
presence that the downtown area gets.

W have it in parts of the
district. But, again, obviously we're not
addressing the community's concern, so we wl|l
get on top of that.

| would love a world where | can
just ask for nore police accountability, but if
CPD can di sregard recomrendati ons from COPA,

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the safety of the people.

We keep saying reformand give
them nore noney or nore training. Trying the
sane thing over and over again is not going to
wor K.

Police reformisn't going to work
because it hasn't been working and hasn't
wor ked since August 15th, 1835, when the
Chi cago Police Departnent was fornmed back when
Chi cago was still a town.

It is tinme to try sonething new.
It's tine to defund the police and instead fund
housi ng, education and public health.

Public safety nmeans having access
to things like jobs that pay |ivable wage and
subst ance abuse facilities, not nore costs to
our facilities.

Al so, ask nenbers of the
community to use your imagination. This can't
be the best we can conme up with. |Inmagine a
different way of living, a different way of
feeling safe because what we have now does not
work. It does not work because people are

bei ng harassed, brutalized and nurdered by the
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police. W as a society can do better.

| f the hospital had doctors that
killed every fifth patient, would you recomrend
better training and nore noney? |If you did,
woul d you, yourself, visit that hospital or
recomend ot hers go while doctors are being
trained? No. You' d probably want the hospita
to be shut down. At the very least, you would
avoid it at all costs.

| f you went to a restaurant that
gave you really bad food poi soning, would you
continue visiting? |If the health check was bad
enough, the Cty would shut it down.

So the question is: How bad is
bad enough for the CPD? What is your
t hreshol d? Because if you are not there yet,
you are either not paying attention or you
fully support the maltreatnent of Chicagoans by
CPD.

Information |'ve gathered through
hearing the testinony of others or fromreading
reports, CPD has been ineffective at solving
cases at best and deceitful and nurderous at

wor st .
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| "' m sayi ng agai n what we have now
IS not good enough. Everyone in this neeting
on the call has the power to effect change.
Thank you for |istening.

PRESI DENT FOREMAN: Thank you. Next
speaker is CPD Transparency.

CPD TRANSPARENCY: Hello, again. | want to
tal k about the student a Des Plaines officer
shot with his personal AR-15 at cl ose range ten
nont hs ago.

Ben Bradl ey and WGN news showed
surveillance canera frominside the nusic
school. The student was conpletely innocent.
Nei t her Chi cago nor Des Pl ai nes police have
said a single, solitary word to him

Des Pl ai nes chief used to be
Chi cago Police. Explains the stupidity and
cruelty.

Qur police chief at the tine was
Eddi e Johnson, so can't throw rocks.

The doctor said the boy's injury
is like a wounded soldier. Des Plaines police
chief said at the press conference, It's

regrettable an officer was shot. |It's even
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nore regrettable the of fender was shot by Des
Pl ai nes police responding. He did not nention
t he student.

It's absurd to cone to the gang
to report the gang, but I wish | could tell the
student the following: If you shoot at a
Chi cago police officer, they get to kill you,
unwitten law, even if you didn't shoot. |If
you are a black man, they aimfor the groin in
case you survive. The bank robber shot at a
Chi cago police officer who was bl ocking his
car. 20 squads were chasing himfrom Des
Pl ai nes, high speeds, all for $15,000. Going
to cost a lot nore than that.

Resi dents near the bank tackl ed
one robber and held himuntil he was in cuffs.
They had a photo of the second and coul d have
captured himlater. The bank doesn't have an
armed guard. The bank drops a tracker into the
noney. That's how Des Pl ai nes police were
follow ng him

Pol i ce chases al ways end |i ke
this. It doesn't nmake sense. Three people

were shot, including a conpletely innocent
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15-year-old who was in a nusic school. He
can't play anynore. The Des Pl ai nes officer
was presented to us as a hero. He is not a
hero. The official gang insignia of the
Chi cago Police, the blue line flag and the
skull fromthe Punisher com c book, tell you
all you need to know about their intelligence.
They can think one or two steps, that's it, and
they will resent the effort. But the way
Chicago police treats its conpletely innocent
victins is inhuman.
